DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The reference (s) of record do not teach or suggest, either singularly or in 
combination at least the limitation of "each respective upper electrode of each 
respective memory cell capacitor of the plurality of memory cells that are only arranged 
along the second direction forms a continuous plate electrode covering only the 
respective independent lower electrodes of each respective memory cell capacitor of 
the plurality of memory cells that are only arranged along the second direction, and 
wherein the width of each respective upper electrode in the first direction is narrower 
than the width of each respective ferroelectric layer in the first direction " for claim 1 , 
"each respective upper electrode of each respective memory cell capacitor of the 
plurality of memory cells that are only arranged along the second direction forms a 
continuous plate electrode covering only the respective independent lower electrodes of 
each respective memory cell capacitor of the plurality of memory cells that are only 
arranged along the second direction, wherein a position of one edge along the second 
direction of each respective upper electrode substantially aligns with a position of one 
edge along the second direction of each respective ferroelectric layer" for claims 5 and 
7.
